Covent Garden Theatre. ; 
King Lear, and Peter Wilkins, last night, drew a good house. 


Drurp Lane Cheatre. 

Ar this Theatre last night, the Tragedy of Brutus was performed ; 
Mr. Kean, of course sustained the character of Lucius Junius Bru- 
tus, which he played with much of his ancient power and success, 
though we noticed many deviations from his original manner of per- 
forming this character, which were decidedly not improvements. Mr. 
Cooper, as Titus, was all that could be desired ; he played with excel- 
lent discrimination and judgment. 

At the conclusion of the tragedy, the four Brothers, Rothschild. 
from Hamburgh, as the bills say, but we strongly suspect it should 
be Humbug, made their first appearance ; the men have some merit, 
but, we think, the boards of Drury Lane Theatre are not the sphere 
for its display : they came forward, habited in the hunter’s costume 
in Der Freischutz, and sang the Hunting Glee; the effect was very 
singular ; one of these gentlemen has a voice that might almost be 
termed a soprano, another a deep bass, and the two remaining ones, 
sing in a peculiar way, with closed mouth, and an imitation of some 
wind instrument, as thé horn or trombone—the combined effect was 
sometimes exceedingly good, at others almost ludicrous ; they were 
loudly applauded, and encored, though with some difficulty, in the 
Hunting Glee, and the ‘T'yrolese National Air ; they had many friends 
in the house last night, and the applause was loud and frequent, but 
it had the appearance of not being genuine ; ther2 is an air about the 
thing altogether of having been hastily got up to rival the attraction 
of the Hermanns at the other house ; this the Messrs. Rothschild will 
never do, yet they are worth hearing, though we think the style more 
fitted to the streets than to Drury Lane Theatre. The Magpie; or 
the Maid of Palaiseau, coucluded, with Miss Kelly, as Annette, and 
Mr. Wallack, as Richard ; these two performers are the very beau 
ideal of Melo-drame, and in these characters play with so much 
feeling and passion, as to create an impression of the most powerful 

kind. Mr. Caoper does not easily assume the manners of a rustic : 
there is evident constraint, and embarrassment, in his efforts in this 
line ; yet, last night, parts of his Farmer Jervas were singulariy effec- 
tive, particularly the scene where he upbraids the Baillie for his in- 
famous designs on Annetie.—The house was exceedingly crowded.
